| spoke to are necessarily opposed to, the
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i nstallation of a cell tower, but the | ocation of
this cell tower. W feel that a nore suitable

| ocation is possible. And based on what |'ve read
and the information | have, we believe, and in
speaking with the nei ghbors, that enough due
dil i gence was not done by ARX to possibly cone up
wi th another location. | also had the opportunity
to sit inthis afternoon at the 2 o' clock, so |

t hank you for that opportunity. And it was stated
by M. Coppins that they woul d be anenable to
nmoving to a different | ocation.

My ot her concern is it was asked by one

of the nenbers of the Council if -- I"'msorry, I'm

just looking at ny notes -- regarding the coverage
analysis, and | didn't think that the answer was
very thorough. But that was just ny observations
of today's 2 o'clock. As | said, | spoke wth a
nunber of residents that live primarily on Hone
Acres Avenue, and their concern is the tower size,
which | believe ny notes said is 160, but then 116
i n the docunent, so |I'mnot sure there.

So that's why I'm com ng here on behal f
of the residents of Hone Acres Avenue and the
surroundi ng streets, Corona Avenue and Corona

Crcle. | would respectfully request that a new
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| ocation be determ ned and that the Council reject
this application. |I'm happy to answer any
questions, otherwise | thank you very nmuch for the
opportunity to speak tonight. Thank you, sir.

MR MORI SSETTE: Thank you,
Representative Kennedy. | appreciate your
comments and your attendance. Thank you.

So the |ocation of the
proposed cell tower would be situated in a
residential property even though it's behind
Mexico Tipico and Firestone. |t would sit
di rectly behind our neighbor's backyard, literally
I n his backyard, and directly in front of us, |ess
t han 300 neters.

There have been studies that were

conducted, and we do have copi es of those, that
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support the strong concerns over the health and
safety of cell towers in proximty of famlies,
people, wildlife. And | can speak for nyself.
Wien I'min close proximty to a cell tower for a
period of tinme, | do get very ill. | can feel it.
| get nauseous and | get dizzy, so | know t hat
there's substance to those studies. One of the
t hi ngs the studi es have indicated that it nakes
the air toxic for people living within 300 neters.
But besi des these strong health
concerns, and | know you did note it earlier,
there's also a deval uing of our property, and
that's a strong concern for nyself and our
nei ghbors. The surroundi ng nei ghbor hood,
I ncl udi ng Corona and Spruce, have fanmlies, have
el derly that are, again, potentially inpacted by
the i npacts of having a cell tower so close to us.
We | ovingly have cared for our hone.
Since 1952 it's been in our famly. W're the
third generation raising our famly here. W
respectfully ask that you inmagine a cell tower
pl aced in front of your honme or directly in back
of your yard or even down the street. |magine the
worry that it would cause you, the concerns and

the heartbreak. So we appeal to you and ask you
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that you do not allowthis cell tower in our
nei ghbor hood.

JOHN RI CHARDS: Just thank you for the
opportunity to address our concerns. W really
appreciate it.

ENZA RI CHARDS: Thank you.
